against  encouraging  fascism  and  other 
anti-democratic  dictatorships,’’  he  con¬ 
tinued. 

"Although  persecutions  break  out 
periodically,  our  missionaries  in  13  af 
these  republics  are  enjoying  an  amaz¬ 
ing  amount  of  freedom  for  the  preaching 
of  the  gospel,"  he  added. 

He  found  the  people  af  all  the  coun¬ 
tries  following  the  MacArthur  question 
with  interest  and  shocked  by  the  Kefau- 
ver  revelations  probably  because  they 
have  generally  looked  up  to  the  United 
States  as  an  ideal. 

He  reported  economic  and  social  pro¬ 
gress  in  the  list  few  years.  However, 
he  said,  while  there  has  been  much 
progress  in  the  large  centers,  poverty, 
Illiteracy,  and  disease  still  remain  ns-  > 
conquered  in  the  hinterlands. 

Dr.  GUI  is  responsible  for  general  su¬ 
pervision  of  our  mission  work  in  Mexi¬ 
co,  Central,  and  South  America,  where 
we  have  338  missionaries  in  82  cities 
and  communities.  He  has  lived  and 
traveled  entensively  in  Europe  and  Latin 
America. 


"A"  BOMB  DESTROYS 

iQontimied  From  Page  One) 
can  cities,  with  a  population  exceeding 
16  million  Americans,  has  been  hit  by 
“A”  bombs  during  recent  months. 
Every  citizen  of  every  city  has  been  in¬ 
jured.  Many  thousands  are  dead  or 
dying,  many  incapacitated  for  life,  while 
agony  of  soul  and  body  shrouds  the  vic¬ 
tims  like  a  “pall.” 

The  Foundation  explains  that  it  is 
referring  not  to  the  militarily  detonating 
“A”  bomb,  but  rather  to  "the  Alcoholic 
bomb  or  Alcoholism,”  and  it  continues: 
“The  widely  accepted  estimate  of  the 
number  of  alcoholics  in  the  United  States 
is  4,000,000. 

“If  the  alcoholic  is  the  ‘statistical 
average,’  he  has  about  three  close  fam¬ 
ily  members  whose  lives  are  blighted 
by  his  alcoholism. 

“This  means  the  ’A  bomb*  of  alcohol¬ 
ism  is  affecting  and  injuring  16,008,008 

Americans. 

“The  ravage  of  alcoholism  is  injur¬ 
ing  one  out  of  every  nine  Americans 
directly  and  indirectly.  It  is  financially 
hurting  every  American.’* 

Changing  the  illustration,  the  Founda¬ 
tion  suggests  that  more  persons  are 
being  killed  and  injured  by  the  Al¬ 
coholic  “A”  bomb  today  than  are  ac¬ 
tually  living  in  15  states  west  of  the 
Missouri  River  except  the  State  of  Cali¬ 
fornia.

1951  SB  Convention 

W>  went  to  tlie  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  at  San  Francisco 
trembling.  We  came  away  re¬ 
joicing. 

\Vo  went  fearful  of  hot-beaded 
radical  action.  Our  fears  were  un- 
f ou tided.  It  was  one  of  the  smooth¬ 
est  yet  most  constructive  conven¬ 
tion  in  years. 

California  Southern  Baptists  had 
done  aud  continued  to  do  every¬ 
thing  to  take  care  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  in  a  great  way.  They  did  just 
that. 

As  we  passed  through  town 
after  town  without  a  Baptist 
Church  we  realised  that  the  West 
is  a  mission  of  tremendous  op¬ 
portunities. 

In  one  town  a  young  woman 
said  site  had  never  teen  a  person 
immersed  but  her  mother  remem¬ 
bered  seeing  one  several  years 

ago 

We  found  much  for  which  we 
are  thankful.  Many  were  the  prob¬ 
lems  to  be  solved.  The  brethren  of 
the  various  committees  and 
hoards  had  tackled  their  tasks 
with  serious  purpose  and  brought 
constructive  and  helpful  reports 
and  recommendations. 

It  seemed  to  us  that  they  met 
their  problems  with  courage  and 
in  a  spirit  of  prayer  and  Christian 
brotherhood. 

Space  is  not  available  for  a  full 
discussion  of  all  the  high  points 
of  the  Convention  but  we  give  be¬ 
low  some  impress  axis. 

Accommodations  for  the  press 
were  the  best  ever.  At  the  Tampa 
meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Press  Association,  Editor  Floyd 
Looney  of  the  California  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  was  instructed  to  pre¬ 
pare  tables  for  the  editors  and  re¬ 
porters  and  aee  that  outsiders  did 
not  slip  in.  He  did  just  that. 

And  Rev.  Afcert  McClellan,  pub¬ 
licity  director  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  even  improved 
on  his  previous  achievements.  He 
•corned  to  have  anticipated  every 
need  and  provided  for  them.  Any 


editor  having  a  poor  report  has  no 
one  but  himself  to  blame. 

As  usual,  a  lot  of  time  was  wast¬ 
'd  with  welcome  addresses.  We 
•till  do  not  understand  what  con¬ 
nection  there  was  between  the 
presentation  of  a  box  of  citrus 
fruit  and  the  response  to  an  ad¬ 
dress  of  welcome.  Had  we  not  felt 


welcome,  we  would  liave  declined  i

Our 
missionaries  must  not  be  more 
teachers  ami  technicians  than 
preachers  and  evangelists. 

The  urgency  of  this  critical  day 
calls  for  concentration  on  evange¬ 
lism.  No  time  is  this  to  play  on 
the  periphery  of  the  Christian 
task.  This  is  the  time  to  husband 
our  resources  for  the  primary 
task,  the  preaching  of  the  Word 
of  God. 

I,et  us  not  talk  about  the  re¬ 
vival  crusade  being  over,  though 
the  obligation  to  indoctrine  our 
people  is  ours.  More  easily  we  can 
indoctrine  and  enlist,  send  mis¬ 
sionaries  and  secure  money  for 
their  support,  get  young  people  to 
respond  to  Christ’s  call  for  mis¬ 
sion  service  while  a  revhnl  is 
moving  multitudes  to  God  than  at 
any  other  time.  Nothing  could 
please  Satan  more.  Nothing  could 
help  Stalin  more  or  give  more  de¬ 
light  to  all  enemies  of  Christ’s 
cross  than  for  us  to  let  down  on 
evangelism.  Let  us  cut  loose  with 
all  we  have  in  personality  and 
purse  and  preaching  as  if  this  were 
the  last  year  humanity  would  exist 
on  this  earth — remembering  that 
the  heroic  days  of  evangelism  are 
not  over. 

For  live  Father’s  cause,  Abel 
died — and  for  it  his  blood  yet 
speaks.

Missionary  Retires 
At  Ninety-Six 

A  96  year -old  missionary  took  her  first 
airplane  trip  and  her  belated  retire¬ 
ment  this  month.  She  is  Miss  Sarah 
Alice  Hale  of  Fort  Smith,  Arkansas, 
who  served  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  ConvedHon  in  Mex¬ 
ico  from  1891  to  1900.  Since  then  she 
has  worked  independently,  rendering  an 
outstanding  service  through  the  trans¬ 
lation  of  well-known  theological  books. 

Miss  Hale  received  a  double  portion 
of  her  father’s  inheritance.  She  has 
generously  given  it  to  those  in  need 
and  for  mission  work.  At  one  time  she 
paid  the  salary  of  a  missionary  to  the 
Indians,  made  several  large  gifts  of 
money  to  the  Mexican  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion,  and  gave  a  considerable  sum  to 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board.

Especially  interesting  was  the  joint 
luncheon  honoring  the  Training  School 
President,  Dr.  Carrie  U.  Littlejohn,  who 
retired  this  month  after  30  years  of 
faithful,  effective  service.  It  was  a  hap¬ 
py,  festive  occasion — the  first  luncheon 
1  ever  attended  where  all  the  guests, 
around  a  hundred  in  number,  wore  an 
orchid— flown  in  especially  for  the  oc- 
cas.on  from  Hawaii. 

But,  I  must  tell  you  about  the  conven¬ 
tion.  Physically,  it  could  not  have  been 
excelled,  for  we  were  surrounded  by 
the  beauty  of  California  flowers  and 
greenery.

Catholic  Church  Reports 
Gain  of  868,737  Members 

NEW  YORK— <RNS  )— Roman  Catho¬ 
lics  in  the  United  States,  including 
Alaska  and  Hawaii,  now  number  28,- 
634,878,  or  more  than  the  total  of  27,- 
766,141  reported  in  1950,  according  to 
the  newly  published  Official  Catholic 
Discovery. 

For  the  fifth  successive  year,  the  Di¬ 
rectory  said,  the  number  of  converts 
to  Catholicism  passed  the  100,000  mark. 
Adult  baptisms  in  1950  numbered  121,- 
950,  bringing  the  total  of  converts  in 
the  past  decade  to  1,006.247.  There  were 
973,544  infant  baptisms  in  1950,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  30.101  over  the  previous  year. 

According  to  the  Directory,  there  are 
11,667  separate  Catholic  educational  in¬ 
stitutions,  or  270  more  than  last  year. 

They  include  392  diocesan  and  religious 
order  seminaries  or  novitiates;  236  col¬ 
leges  and  universities;  1.628  diocesan  and 
parish  high  schools;  801  private  high 
schools;  8,202  elementary  parish  schools 
and  508  private  elementary  schools. 
There  are  also  153  protective  institu¬ 
tions,  with  15,520  children  under  instruc¬ 
tion. 

Twenty  new  institutions  brought  the 
total  of  Catholic  general  hospitals  to 
756,  with  a  bed  capacity  of  89,573,  and 
the  number  of  special  hospitals  to  112, 
with  accommodations  for  8.785  patients. 
During  1950,  a  total  of  4,843.004  patients 
were  treated  in  Catholic  hospitals. 


SOUTHERN  BAPTISTS  PLAN 
HOME  MISSIONS  CRUSADE 


SAN  FRANCISCO— Support  for  a  five- 
year  home  missions  crusade  to  be  oper¬ 
ated  throughout  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  territory  was  urged  here  at  the 
denomination’s  94th  annual  meeting. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence,  executive  sec  re 
tary  of  the  Convention’s  Home  Mission 
Board,  said  the  crusade  will  have  as  its 
aim  "more  coaverts,  more  churches, 
more  mission  stations,  more  effective 
witnessing." 

He  listed  the  following  specific  goals: 

1.  To  double  the  number  of  Good  Will 
Centers,  serving  underprivileged  people 
in  large  cities. 

2.  To  add  500,000  non-resident  Baptists 
to  church  membership  in  the  communi¬ 
ties  where  they  live. 

3.  To  double  the  number  of  churches 
in  the  outpoats  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board’s  mission  fields. 

4.  To  have  all  27,788  churches  in  the 
territory  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  at  work  evangelizing. 

5.  To  establish  181  missions  in  the  lan¬ 
guage-group  field.  This  includes  Span¬ 
ish,  Chinese,  French,  Italian,  Russian, 
and  other  foreign  language  home  mis¬ 
sion  fields  in  the  United  States. 

8.  To  secure  200,008  new  subscriptions 
to  the  Board's  home  mission  journal, 
Southern  Baptist  Home  Missions. 

7.  To  publish  and  distribute  annually 
200,000  mission  books. 

8.  To  secure  a  total  attendance  of  five 
million  persons  in  one-week  schools  of 
miss  ions.

Would  Restrict  Allocations 
To  Public  School  Uses 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  — (RNS) —  A 
biU  to  authorize  $314,500,000  a  year  in 
federal  aid  to  education,  restricting 
that  aid  to  public  schools,  was  intro¬ 
duced  in  the  House  by  Rep.  Graham  A. 
Barden  (D-N.  C.),  chairman  of  the 
House  education  and  labor  committee. 

Rep.  Barden's  bill,  HR  4468,  Umits 
federal  aid  to  salaries  of  teachers,  sal¬ 
aries  of  supervisory  or  maintenance  per- 
sonnell,  purchase  of  laboratory  equip¬ 
ment,  and  maintenance  and  repair  of 
public  school  buildings. 

“I  do  not  think  there  is  any  issue 
regarding  the  use  of  federal  funds  for 
private  schools,”  Mr.  Barden  said.  '  The 
Constitution  precludes  it  and  simply  be¬ 
cause  it  does,  we  ought  not  to  deny 
public  schools  the  aid  they  require.” 

The  provisions  of  HR  4468  define  a 
public  school  as  one  which  provides 
education  at  public  expense  and  under 
public  direction  and  control. 

Sen.  James  E.  Murray  (D  Mont.), 
chairman  of  the  Senate  committee  on 
labor  and  public  welfare,  has  introduced 
two  bills  for  federal  aid  to  schools.  His 
legislation  provides  that  if  public  funds 
are  expended  in  a  state  for  transporta¬ 
tion  of  pupils,  grants  also  must  be  made 
to  parochial  schools  for  that  purpose. 
Mr.  Fogarty’s  bill  also  contains  this 
provision.

— (RNS) —  A  BILL 
which  would  have  permitted  outdoor 
advertising  of  beer  in  Montana  re¬ 
mained  in  a  Senate  committee  following 
passage  by  the  House  when  the  legisla¬ 
ture  adjourned  after  an  overtime  ses¬ 
sion.  The  Montana  Council  of  Churches 
led  opposition  to  the  bill.  Last  summer, 
the  state  supreme  court  ruled  that  a  law 
which  prohibited  outdoor  advertising  of 
liquor  was  applicable  to  beer  as  well.
